The principal points made by the chief critic, Reuterdahl, claimed that 
our battleships were inadequately protected by armor belts in a heavy sea; 
that they were too low in the water in action; that the ports of many of 
the guns did not shield the*gunners, and that precautions against “flarebacks” 
and similar accidents were insufficient. 


Admiral Converse shows that 


the only battleships 


against which the 


fault of insufficient armor protection or of a too great submergence can be 
charged are those constructed several years ago, when ideas of naval con- 
struction were radically different from those now obtaining, and that we 


are no more handicapped in this respect than the other nations. 


He also 


shews that the lowness in water of which complaint is made is a condition 
abnormal when battle is imminent, since every effort is made to lighten the 
vessel upon the approach of an engagement. 

The admiral submits proof that the only ports open to criticism are 
those on vessels of an almost antiquated type, similar conditions prevailing

ISENATOR CLAY 


IS DOING- WELL 


But Condition Is Not Alarm- 
ing---Georgia News at 
Washington.

Washington, D. C., February !7.— 
(Special.)—Senator Clay, who has been 
confined to his room for several days, 
is still indisposed, but his condition is 
not at al} alarming. On yesterday he 
left the hotel for a walk to his doctor's 
office. The senator has been suffering 
with a rather severe cold for the past 
week, which, in addition to an attack 
of indigestion, has left him somewhat 
indisposed. For the past year he has 
been troubled by a chronic stomach 
complaint. 

Senator Clay came to the capitol last 
Thursday despite the objections of his 
physician. He had given notice of a 
speech on the currency question, and 
was resolved updn its delivery. He was 
in a rather debilitated condition owing 
to the arduous work he had perform- 
ed in the preparation of the address 
and in looking after other legislative 
matters. Following the exertion he has 
been confined to the house, but will 
probably be out in a few days. - 


Forest Reserve Project. 


The resolution of Judge Bartlett to 
have the judiciary committee of the 
house investigate and pass upon the 
constitutionality of the Appalachian 
forest reserve project will not be effec- 
tive in suppressing that measure at 
this session. Thursday, the 27th, has 
been set for hearings before the com- 
mittee. Representative Brantley, of 
Georgia, who is a member of the com- 
mittee, expressed today the bellef that 
a report would soon be forthcoming.

BABY.”

No fair-minded man who has kept up 
with the Hon. Joseph M. Brown's se- 
ries of articles concerning freight rates 
in Georgia. particularly with reference 
to the so-called ‘‘port rates,” can fail 
to acknowledge that the ex-railroad 
commissioner has left neither hide nor 
hair of the present state administra- 
tion's arguments on this subject.

BEFORE COURT 


Judge Ellis Declares Atlanta 
Needs a Pump---Hearing 
Continued. 


After hearing pump evidence for gev- 
eral hours yesterday, Judee Ellis de- 
cided ‘‘on firs: blush" that Atlanta need- 
ej .& pump; that the city had tried to 
buy one; that it was the best pump that 
could’ be bought, and that the purchase 
‘was made on the lowest and best bid 
submitted. Hardly half of the hearing 
was disposed of vesterday. It will be 
} taken up again this morning. 

Judge Ellis offered the opinion that 
the case resolved itself into a question 
of law, that of the legality of the con 
tract with the Wisconsin Engine Con, 
pany. He stated that ét appeared that 
this company, knowing of the law which 
bound city purchases, had come to its 
aid as best it could. . 

The pump contract, as drawn, called 
for the purchase of a pump and a crane 
for putting it in place, this crane to 
become the property of the city, for the 
sum of $133,700, the crane being valued 
at $3,500. In payment one note for one- 
third of the total was to have been 
given, under the date of July |, 1908, to 
become due without interest on January 
1, 1909. The balance was to have been 
paid by two notes for equal amounts, 
covering annual installments. These 
were to have been gated January 1, 1909, 
to become due one and two years after 
date with interest at 6 per cent. 

The City’s Contention. 


The city contends that these notes, 
under the contract, were to be consid- 
ered as rents for the pump; that the 
Wisconsin Engine Company would in- 
Stall the pump on March |, 1909, and 
that the payments were to be for rental 
on the engine while it was being built 
on through its installation; thay when 
all the rents were paid three years after 
the pump was put in, the title to it would 
be in the city of Atlanta. 

The rental proposition was agreed 
upon by the company, it seems, to ald 
the city in obtaining a necessity. Regu- 
lar installments could not be paig unless 
they all fell within the year. for whem 
they are spread out for over that length 
of time, the question of purchase must 
be put up to the people. 

On the other hand, Attorney Slicer, 
who represents John M. Baird, the pe- 
titioner for the injunction fo prevent 
the carrying out of the contract. holds 
that the terms of purchase are embraced 
in a bona fide three-year contract. 

And this is the point on which the case 
hinges, whether the payments are rents 
Or not? 

If they be rent, 
pump; if not—? 

James L. Mayson and W. P. Hill, at- 
torneys for the city, denied that the 
bid of the’ Wisconsin Engine Company 
was not the lowest; they gave $132,000 
as the bid of the Bethlehem Steel Com- 
pany and $134,000 the amount the Allis- 
Chambers Company wanted for the job. 
Neither of these bids included the crane, 
a piece of machinery valued at $3,500. 
Exclu@ing this, fhe bid of the Wisconsin 
people would be $130,000. 

Pump Is Badly Needed. 

They stated that the city was in urge- 
ent need of a pump; that the muddy 
water term of last summer was due to 
the lack of pumping facilities: that the 
present engines are pusheg to such a 
point in supplying the demand that dan- 
ger for the plant is incurred. 

To the charge that the output at pres- 
ent exceetied the demand, they replied 
that this was due to the season of the 
year and that much more aqua pura is 
required during the summer months. 

The contract is not void, they held, be- 
cause no binding debt or obligation to 
the Wisconsin Engine Company has been 
created; that the rents must be paid all 
along, as the company has to assemble 
the parts for the engine, and that it 
takes much time to get it together for 
delivery.

When the question of the taxation of 
this stock was raised before Judge 
Pendleton, in the superior court here, 
attorneys for the railroads owning it 
asserted that they were denied due 
process of law, in that they were not 
allowed to have determined by com- 
petenr legal tribunal the fairness and 
justness of the assessments put wuipon it. 

Thereupon Judge Pendleton said 
would hear evidence then and there as 
to the fairness of the assessments. Over 
the protest of attorneys for the rail- 
roads he did hear evidence upon this 
subject and decided that the comptrol- 
ler general'g assessments had been fair- 
ly made. 

One of the grounds of exception 
Judge Pendleton’s decision was 
findings in this respect. 


What Supreme Court Did. 


When the state supreme court passed 
on the case it held that this ground 
of exception was of no weight,  be- 
cause not having made a return of the 
property, the owners were not entitled 
to any hearing as to its value for pur- 
poses of taxation. It was this. par- 
ticular feature of the state supreme 
court's decision upon which the United 
States’ supreme court decided against 
the state, holding that the denial of a 
right to hearing where honest doubt 
existed as to the right of taxation, con- 
stituted a denial of due process of law, 
which was in conflict with the constitu- 
tion of the United States. 

Just shortly before the hearing of the 
Georgia case in Washington, an. al- 
most exactly similar case from Ken- 
tucky Was decided by the United States 
supreme court. The Kentucky supreme 
court held just the opposite of the 
Georgia court, namely, that the right 
of hearing as to assessed value did 
exist. and if not provided for in the law 
the court of equity. 
The result was, in the Kentucky case, 
the United States supreme court de- 
cided in favor of the state, while in the 
Georgia case it was against the state. 

It is this feature of the Georgia su- 
preme court's decision which Attorney 
General Hart, on behalf of the state, 
will ask the court to modify at _ its 
hearing. 

The supreme court will be asked to 
withdraw its ruling to the effect that 
the owner of the property was not en- 
titled to hearing as to its taxable 
value, because of not having made a 
return when he considered that he was 
not legwatly liable to do so, and to re- 
mand the case to Judge Pendleton for 
another hearing.
